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The New Democratic Senators. 


A very fair indication of the condition 


of the Democratic Party, and of the mo- 
tives which influence its managers, is 
afforded by the character of the United 
Sta:es Senators recently elected, and 
who have just taken their seats at Wash- 
ington. The most noticeable feature in 
the new group of Senators is tho pres- 
ence of several ex-Confederate Generals 
and officers. 
There lire few judicious 


persons who would not be willing to see 
in the Senate or in the House as many 
men who have served in the Confeder- 
ate Army ns the voters of their respec- 
tive States care to send there, provided 
they 
are 
men 
fit 
for the 
place. 


Bat 
when, of 
two 
men. 
one is 


chosen 
who is no better, or not 


nearly so well, qualified, simply because 
he has fought under the Confederate 
flag, wo cannot help drawing the very 
obvious inference presented by that 
fact. Take, for instance, the case of 
Mr. Frank JI. C'ockrell. of Missouri, 
who was chosen in place of Mr. Schurz. 
There is no comparison of the fitness of 
the two men for the Senate. The latter 
possesses experience and great natural 
ability as n debater. He is an ardent 
believer in the principles which the 
Democratic party profess, and which 
they would like to have the country sup- 
pose that they wish to advance in the 
Government. On the other hand, Sir. 
Cockrell has no considerable qualifica- 
tions of any kind for the 
office, and : 


would not have been chosen if he had J 
not been a conspicuous leader in the 
Confederate army. For this, he hail not 
the excuse of an adherence to State 
rights, for he was backed by no State 
government, but drew tho sword against 
the Union because ho wished above all 
things to see it destroyed. 


Another man of the same type, polit- 


ically, though, wo believe inferior in 
ability and pt-rsonal character, is K. E. 
Wither.-, of Virginia. 
If we are not 


mistaken, this gentleman was an officer 
in the Confederate service. 
He cer- 


tainly was Lieutenant-Governor of the 
Kebel State Government during the war. 
and has, so far as is known, nothing but 
these facts to recommend him as a mem- 
ber of the United States Senate. A. T. 
Capertou. of Vest Virginia, is spoken of 
as a man of greater ability, and it would 
be unjust to attribute his choice solely 
to his sen-ice in the Confederate Army. 


Another feature which attracts atten- 


tion in the new set of Democratic Sen- 
ators is the number of out-and-out par- 
tisans of greater or less ability, but of 
uniform zeal in the party service. In 
the partisan rank—though of unques- 
tioned integrity—are Mr. Eaton, or. Con- 
necticut, Mr. llandolph, of Xew Jersey, 
and Mr. Kernaa, of New 1'ork. These 
gentlemen possess more that usual tal- 
ent, but they riay be relied on to pull 
very straight in the party traces. Of 
somewhat similar stamp, but more ener- 
getic and capable, is Mr. McDonald, of 
Indiana. 
vVe rlo not think it likely that 


from any of these Senators the Democ- 
racy is'likely to receive much help in 
devising that policy which the party 
does not now possess and which it has 
been so long vainly endeavoring to dis- 
cover. 


On the other hand, along with the 


ex-Confederate Generals and the faithful 
partisans, there is ft representation of 
the thoroughly unscrupulous party man- 
agers in the perbon of Wallace, of Penn- 
sylvania. This man is one of whom the 
Democrats of this dtate ought to be 
ashamed, though we ,lo not perceive any 
evidence that they are so. He is a par- 
tisan of the most undesirable character. 
His popular nickname home is "Coffee 
Pot" 
Wallace, a designation earned by 


his connection with some questionable 
naturalization papers a number of years 
since. He is, moreover, a lobbyist well 
known to, and highly prized by the great 
railroad corporations of his State. 
He 


will probably combine more orthodox 
partisan Democracy with n greater share 
of "skilled talent" than any other mem- 
ber ef the Sen&te. It cannot be denied, 
however, that he wilf he.vo great influ- 
ence in the counsels of his party. 


From the character of the new Dem- 


oeratic Senators, we do not see that the 
party or the country lias very aiuoh to 
hope. It is quite obvious that the deli- 
cacy of the party relations to the South- 
ern question is'not much lessened by 
the appearance of such men as Eaton, 
from the north, and Cockrill from the 
South. Nor, on the other questions 
which demand care'ul and intelligent 
treatment, ia the Democracy likely to 
get many useful suggestions from men 
like Wallace and Withers. 
The hold 


which the party temporarily obtained last 
year is already being lost, and the policy 
likely to be framed by the Democratic 
Senators will not strengthen it.—y. 1'. 
Times.
